Foshua Toudron saith,—T was the Commander of the British banque Champion of 

A86 register. She was a wooden vessel, classod AL. oloven years, since ISG Tho crow 
were fifteen all told including the mates, We were hound io Bourhou rid Mauritius for 
orders, and we loft Caleutta on the lth June lust. We got out to sew on 27th, Our pilot sas 
Mr. Lindquist, and we hnd a leadsman on board named Spurling. About fourteen hours 
atter the tng left us, a gale came up from the southward and struck us; the first wind was 
from tho S.8.\V. Wo lot dynist. kept charge of tho ship. Wo 
wore on the starboard ing The barometer was falling a little wt a times 
Tthink that it was 29-40 on the 2th June, On that day the wenther was squally and 
heavy, and there was a henvy sa. Wo shipped onv, which carried away our long boat, a 
haweer that was coiled on the deck, and uli the movable things about the deck, his was 
ou the 28th instant, foward» the Infter ond of the day tho wind veered gradually to 
Be southward and casiward. About 7 p.m. we sighted the Mutlah light, bearing whout 
“E. The pilot told nm it was the Mutlah light. Wo were stillon the sturhoard tack ; and 
-Shabout midnight the Mutlal: light was bearing E. The pilot and I decided to anchor. ‘Cho 
“wind “was varying between S.E. and 8. The pilot thought that we could not weather the 
Sandheads on the other tack. We had hardly any suil, and very little hegdway. Wo were 
rifting sto leeward. We could not make ofling cnough ufter getting out before the 
“fseno’ tock us, We anchored with tho Mutluh “light bouring 82, threo miles 



































of. #Wo sounded and got eleven fathoms. ‘Tho starboard chain parted after a couple: 
of hours. The port one held om the remainder of the night and all next day up to about 
midnight, when it parted. During the day we had decided that we would cut away part 
of the spars to ease Wo ent away the main toplmast, which took away tho mizen top- 
anast with it, This relieved the vessel very inuch. 1 was blowing very hard, and when tho 
port chain parted, we could not set any vw drifting rapidly to the north. We 
ong got into five fathoms. Sho shippol a lweavy sea over the quurter-deck, and it carried

The people left 
Dehind askod us to ask the Captain of the light-ship to ullow our own crow to return in the 
oat, as they would longsidy to remove our cilcets; but they’ 
did not dare to re save their | Wo wore all 
sued. When wegot.on the light-ship, she was steering about NW, for the land ‘Phe 
noxt aflernoon we mde the hind to the exstward of Mubso Point light-house, where we 
auchored. ‘This was on the 2nd duly. We stayed on board up to Saturday, the 6th instant. 
On that day the Grito? wl came down on lier way fo Caleutta, and T went on 
Dowd her to ask for a passagn for myself sand crew, Oriewted took Che Lightship in 
tow, and brought her to her slition on Smuday. We cust off the ship thore, and wo anchored 
in the Sauger Rowls. On the Monday morning we steamed up to Cule ‘Lhe baryue was 
still aflont when J last suw her, but sh huehing very auch —“Darkuoss hid hor from us, 
When we Jeli, the carpenter reported five to six fect of water in her hold, but he had no 
means of judging correctly We had a ree cargo, and we had no hopes of saving the 
ship Oni the 27th, at Saugor, £ believe we iad tho wind from tle ust, Twas. sick 
Delow part of the time. Tho haremetor was at 2.50; the appeuranes of the weather was 
equally aud stormy, ‘There were ships at anchor there, but Leay't say how many. I have 
nover been ont of her before, TE fliink the pilot did snake a romark that it, was umusnal 
to have casterly winds in Juno. Pheeo was nothing mmsual in the sea. ‘Tho Captain of 
atug steamer euine up, and said that there was aheavy swell outside. I think he said 
“from the southward.” Tdid not notice anything unusual in earaneo of the sky, 
Tho ship was well found in gour whon T lett her as any ship could be. Iwas told that E 
should meet with rough weather, and J iwok partioular procautions, We had two bower 
anchors and a spare one, anid {we cables with 120 fathoms on exch, We had three boats, 
Thoy were in order, One of the quarter bouts was on the skids. ‘Uhnt was stove in by the sea, 
and the other one wes envied away in pieces, Belive we vamic out our chains wero tested, and 
our rigging was of wire and wasnew — Theerow behaved very well till they ecu exhausted: 
For tiree days we had no cooking, Phe pilot and leadsman kept up vigorously and hel 
us, Every one was sober, even upto the time of lnaving the vessel, We were properly treated 
on board the light-ship, and we were most kindly treated on the Oriental. My Vargas

Tvan't say awhat course 
we were steering till wo got out past the Wastern Chamiel Light-home,  Aftor wo cast off we 
steered south till 1 a.m. noxt morning, and then wo put the ship on the starboard tack, the 
wind having veered to the SW. We kopt on thut tock till we vame to anchor neat the 
Mutlah light.

They sent «boat tous, The Captain and all hanels 
went in that boat, exeept the pilot, Jendsmun, anil the steward. When they got alongside tho 
light-ship the boat got stove in Ly a heavy sea, Phey sent another boat. for'us, und we loft the 
ship about 5 rag. and went on bord the light-xhip.. ‘Cho log and everything, excopt the ship's 
papers, were lost. We kept sounding the well, Whon the Captain loft the ship there 1 was thinks 
Eve or dix fect? waderin the hold, 1 eonld nat take anundinge afte the Captain left. [tried to 
do 0, but T was washed over bound and back again, Phe pilot was on the poop at that tine, 
He behaved us well ast man could have behaved, so dil the Ieadsinan, who never left the deel 
after we got into the eyclone. We did not seo what beeame of thie barque. Darknoss set in 
soon alter wwe got on the light-ship. Iam sure that she could not hve remained alloat 
during the night, The erew hol fa ‘very well, Bowera) of them wero exbiv Every th 
that could be done to save the ship was done, Wewere kindly trentod on board the light-ships 
We were brought up to Calcutta in the steamer Orivnlal, AU hands went into the Sailors’ 
Home, Some of tho men are goue, but some ave still in the Home. Evoryboly on bourd 
‘was sober all through the gule. 

Philip Winter Amy snith,—1 was 2nd officer on board the Champion. TL remembor 
anchoring near the light-ship at’Muthith. We had lost all spare spars and tho long-bont, wed 
everything movable on the duy before hy being swept ‘I after we anchored 
the starboard chain parted. We took the fi tof tie rl chai and fastened il on. 
44 the port chain and paid itout, Weawenthered if out all that day. ‘Nhe decks were continually 
under water, Twas so inuch occupied with my own work about the dork, that Laid not notice 
how the wind was. About midnight the port c W away the mtiin tope 
mast, which in going carried away tho mizen top-mmst. L dare say ed tho ship w little 
time. As it was blowing so hard aftor the port cable purted, wo endenvored to set the main 
staysail, and I think the fore-top-mast staysail, The sails blew away into shreds, ‘Po lewd was 
kept going. T could not say what soundings were given. We met the Hastern Channol light 
ship on the ist July. Wo made signals of distress. ‘The rudder hud gone on the Sanday. 
"The light-ship sent us n boat, and most of us wont olf to tho Lightship ; the boat was 
not fit to bo put into the water again, #0 she was hoisted up and another boat was Jowerod, 
T took charge with somo of our crew and returned to the Champion, T found even nero water 
in her than when I loft hor. T should suy that thore were cight feet of wator when L left her; 
ut we could get no properaoundings. T have boon fonrteou yours ut soa, I hold a second 
mate’s certificate I think that every thing was dono that cuuld have been dono to snve the 
ship. Every due was sober on board the whole tune, 

Horatio Lindguiat saith,—I nm a licensed master pilot, and Twas in pilotage charge of 
the Champion outward bound. Wo loft-the port on 24th Juno last. We auchored ut Suugor on 
the 27th in tow of the steamer Cuhanbus. I produce a copy of my report as to the subxoe 
quent fate of the ship ; the original report is in the Muster-Attondlant's offieo, All thut T huve 

ten in my report is strictly true to the best of my knowledge and belief, When wo left 
Sauigor there was no wind ; thero was only a little light air from the eastward, ‘Che barometer 
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was low; it had romdined for some days at about 29°46. There was no unusual sea at Saugor 
Todds, but there was in the Eustern Channel. I anticipated a cyclone, and told the Captain 
0. I discharged the steamor Qoluabua which towed us down on the morning of the 26th, as 
T would not go out on that day. T only took the ship out in obedience to the Captain’s quest, 
and not in accordance with my own discretion on tho 27th Juno, and I think that T waa 
ound to do so in obedience to the Government order (copy of order atincholl). We tacked on, 
the early morning of the 2Xth June, Decause the wind had veered from the EB. to 
SAW. “T tucked from the port tack to the starbowd tack. I was heading 8B, 
1 remained on that tack till L brought tho ship to an anchor about 3a.m. on 29th June. 
T mato a good offing from the time I cast the steamer olf, until the wind veored round to 
KS.W. Twas standing down due south for time, for about four hours, going sight 
kuots per hour; thon the wind backed; the Captain said that he waa sick, and he asked 
me for my assistance. I rendered it to the best of amy power, T think that the officers aud erew 
worked well. I think that every thing that could hs ¢ the ship was done. 
We hoisted onr ensign, union down, when we suw the lighlship. She replied, and wo showed 
© Want assistance.” Pho light-ship hoisted —* What assiduner do you want The Captain of the 
Champion replicd—" F inust aluautan the resid.” aud the light-ship sent her boats for us, ATL 
our boats had heen washed away. Tho light-ship’s bout was manned by lasoirs ; it was then, 
Llowing strong and there was a heavy sea. 
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Arte carefilly considering the ovidenes, it apponts that the harque Chanipion, in 
lotage charge of Mr. Livonsed Master Pilot IL Lindyuist, left Seugor outward bound on the 
th June last, with a low barometer, the wind at K., and aheavy sex cunning in the Eustern 
Channel. ‘This, in tho opinion of the Committe, was a sulliciont warning of an approaching 

ale, and the Committes consider that it wax very imprndent to leave a safe anchorage off 
Ke while the wenther was unsettled and threatening 

"An easterly wind inthe month of June with low barometer and heavy sea from 8B. 
is looked pon as indication of a coming 

The Committec are howeve n that after the vessel went to sea every thing was 
done that could be accomplish ty keep the ship afloat, and had it not been for the Com- 
mandor of the Plane? floating light ol ‘we ch vessel ¢ in sight just in time) the 
crow ofthe Champion would in ull probability have perished. ‘Tho Commaiiler of the Planet 
floating Tight vowel on soning signals of distress flying on hoard of the barqno Champion, 
very J and af considerally risk, lowered his boat, manned hy lascurs, and in charge of 
tho sicond offiver, snccorded in taking all the erew tthe pilot, chief ollicer, levlsman, and. 
one seaman, to the Plat, This boxt it appears was stove in alongside of the Planet by the 
hoavy sea running at the time, so much so that she was unit ». A socond boat was 
lowered and manned by tho resened erew of the Chawpion, returned to the barque, and 
succeeded in bringing off the remainder of the men The Captain it appears wus sick and. 
went in the first bont. 

Tho pilot. in his evidence states that hy tho orders of the Master-Attendant conveyed to 
hin in form 14 (lank form annoxed) and te y pilot taking pilotage charge of an outward 
hound vessel, he is compelled to niove the vessel when desired to do so by the Commander, and 
that ho did inform the Commander of the Champion that a gale was brewing. 

‘Tho Committeo are of opinion that a general order should he given to the officers of the 
pilot service warning them against procovding to sea from Saugor anchorage when the 
weather is throaening and every indication of a coming gale is brewing.

Report made to the Muster-Altendant by Licensed Master Pilot Lindquist and J. Landron, 
Master of Barque “ Champime? 


Datod If. M.'s Floating Light Vessel P/anet, 2nd July 1872. 


T rxcuer having to report the abandoning of the barque Champion of: Joreey, about 
fifty miles 8. E. by 8. of Palso Point Light-houso, consequent on injuries received during the 
cyclone of Sunday, June 30th, 1872, the particulars of which aro as follows :— 

Thuraday, tho 27th ultimo, at 8 v.m., cast off steamer Columbus, EB, C.F. L. 
bearing E. 8. E. about 3 milos; wind enst, made all sail on port tack and stood down south, 

Friday, the 28th, 1 4.1, wind veered to 8.8, W., tucked ship, wind falling light ‘and 
squally. 6 a.M., wind freshening, took in top gallant sails aud main top mast staysail. 9 4.2.. 
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wind intrensing, took in upper topsails, jib, spanker, and mainsail. Noon, shipped a 

sea, washing awey long boat, all sparo spare, \d moveable things about the pate ed 
in pinnage on the skids, ship labouring heavily, and completely flooded with water fore and 
aft. 2v.m., hauled the foresail up, wind still increasing. 7 r.m., sighted Mutlah steam vessel 
hearing N. H. 8 raat, blowing a gale from southward, ship headrecking undor lower topsails, 
fore, and mizon staysails. Wind hauling more to eastward and heavy soa, driving thip to 
northward ; midnight, Mutiah steam vessel bearing E. by S. ; on finding ‘vessol driving so fast to 
northward, consideted it advisable to bring ship to un anchor. ‘Took in sail, and brought 
ship up in 11 fathoms, Mutlah steam vessel bearing 8. E.. about 3 miles, yeored to 75 fathoms 
on both chaing, being unable to give her any moro owing to decks Deing flooded with water, 
and the chain pipes boing well aft and low on the deck. 

Saturday, the 29th, 3 a.at., parted starboard chain, blowing a hard gale with heavy sea 
running and hard squills. 8 A.m., sooing vossel could not hold on much longer, eut away 
main top mast, taking the mizen top gallunt mast with it. Throughout tho remainder of 
the day heavy squalls, monntanous sea, vessel shipping large quantitics of water, washing 
away bulwarks fore aud aft. 

‘Bunday, tho 30th, 0°30 a.m., port and last chain parted, carrying the windlass away at 
the time. Net mizon staysail to keep ship to tho wind. Blowing’ too heavily to make sail to 
work out. Ginle increasing to a oyclone, and wind gradually hauling to eastward. 7 a.nt., 
mizen staysuil blew away, sent all hands nloft to pass oxtra gaskots round the sails. 8 A... 
shipped a very heavy sea ovor the quarter, carrying away wheel chains, splitting the main 
piece of tho rudder, washing the port quarter boat out of the davits, smashing the skylight, and 
the hatch of the steerage, Called all hands on the poop, aud told them to make thomselves 
fast with life lines. assed a buoy with two buskets on it, appearing to bo painted red and. 
lack horizontally. All the head sails, foretopsail, und foresail blew away. Wina gradually 
hauling all round the compass, ship drifting under bare poles, sca continually breaking cloan 
over her and raining ‘in torrents. Olserved the iron band of the tiller round the rudder 
hoad split. Got spare tiller aft, and shipped it. 2 vy. both chain covers washed off the 
chain pipes, and forehead ventilator leading into the hold ripped from its fastening in the 
deck ; large quantities of water going below. Had great difficulty in getting new covers on. 
On altem)ting to pump ship several men got severely hurt from the sea ; others washed over- 
board and back agnin. ‘The crew's hous» got completely gutted of chests aud buuks. 10 P.at., 
found rudder had completely gono just below the head, having torn the gudgeons clean ont 
of tho atorn post. Mado a tarpaulin fast in weather-mizen rigging to keop ship to the wind. 
Midnight, cyclono at its height, and heavy seus continually falling abourd and sweeping her 
fore and aft. 

‘Monday, July let, daylight, weather slightly moderating ; observed ship to have a quantity 
of water in her; stationed all hands to the pumps, and heaving cargo overbourd from the 
afterhold, Wator gradually gaining on tho pumps, and ship sottling down to starboard 
fast, having tho leo rail upto tho main hatch entirely under water. Noon, observed a sil to 
windward, mado signal of distress, stranger bore up, which turned out to be the F. L. V. 
Planet adrift from her station. Captain and officers mutiially agreod it was advisable to 
abandon the vessel, and all hands were taken out by tho boats of the Planet I atm happy to 
state that no lives were lost.

Bth-eIn respect to the outward certificates of draft of water, your attention is directed, 
to Article 8th of the Rules before mentioned. 
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6th.—In the event of your assuming pilotago charge of an inward-bound vessel, 
with returned emigrant laborers or native passongers from any part of the world, you will 
inform the Commander that he is not to allow the emigrants to land before ion i 
granted by tho Vrotector of Emigrants, to whom he will report the ve 
town. 
7th—Your attention is lastly requested to tho 61st Article of tho Rulos relative to 
attaching the Captain’s manifest to tho printed form. 
* 8th—On any preventive officer stating in writing that he has received instructions to 
detain any ship or vessel, the pilot in charge is strictly forbidden to movo the vessel, but 
to report the cireumstauce to the Mastor-Attondant, and await farther orders.

Juha Rocke saith,—T was an A. B. on board of the ship Rothes She was a 
wooden ship. She wasover],400 tons. She was a British vessel belonging to Glasgow. ‘Phere 
were 30 of us all told on board, 1 had come out here from Liverpool. Sue was well fouud in 
gear and ground tackle, We were outward-bound for Bombay with rice, jute, eugar, grain, and 
gunny. Ou Saturday, the 29th, we dropped down the river in tow of asteamer. We arrived off 
Saugor about 6 v.a. the next evening. We went to sea on Saturday. T cannot say how the 
wind was then. We were then on the starboard tack. Itwas blowing pretty fresh. We could 
notsce the pilot brigs. We had a pilot on board, his name was Elson, He had a small native boy 
with him as a servant, Woe were unable to land the pilot. We lost. one of our topsaile on Satur~ 
day night. On the Sunday it was blowing a eyclone up to midday. We lost all our eails—the 
mizon top-mast and top-sallant-mast, and the head of the mizen-mast. The Captain gave orders 
for the fore-top-gallant, back stays to be cut to let the top-allant-mast agoing. It did not 
till night. We cleared away the wreck that was hanging over the ship’s side. About midday it 
cleared a good deal, It was nearly a calm witl not nucl of a sea; but what there was was cross. 
About 2-30 or 8 p.m, the breeze freshened, and as the Captain called it, a second cyclone came on, 
and the wind went right round the compass, I think that we were in the ceutre of the second 
eyelone. All our bulwarks were carried away. Twenty-soven inches were sounded in her 
well, We were ordered to the pumps, and were at them all night. 'Thero was a donkey 
engine for the pumps; but as there was so much water it could not be used. The water 
increased to 30 inch We kept her at that for some length of time by constantly 
pumping. At 10 rat. a honse on deek, the donkey engine and the boats were washed 
away. All the boats went. One of the men a boutswain's mate, who was sick, was sleeping 
in the honse and he was killed. ‘The house fell on the top of him. We kept on pumping 
until about 2-30 a.M., and then we went below to sev if we could sce any water there. 
The house hada ventilator which went down to the lower hold. The upper part of this 
wan washed away; a little water got down that. ‘The after hateh was washed away, and we 
covered if over with canvass, When it got daylight the Captain came on deck and he called on 
some of us to make a raft, We made it by about 8 a.m. We found ourselves in four fathoms of 
water at this timc, and the pilot ordered the anchors to be let go. We let yo the port anchor but 
it parted, and we let go the starboard anchor with 60 fathoms of chain. The Captain ordered all 
hauds to launch the raft. OurCaptain’s name was Robert Mayne. The raft was launched, but in 
the launching the Captain got his leg broken in two places, and the 2nd mate wag washed over- 
Doard and hesank, He went by the name of Mr, Bury. ‘The ship was laboring very hard then, 
and the decks were washing up, We Iashed the Captain onthe raft. There were 12 of us on the 
raft, and the pilot jumped rom the ship and ewamto us, When we got under the sbip’s quarter 
another man also swam to us, The Captain asked us aud the mate, who was his son, te put him 
back on the ship, as his leg was broken, and he was going to die. He was put back. The mate 
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took him back, but did not rejoin us, Heremained on the ship, We drifted out to sea, The 

dot said that he did not know where we were. We drified on with the tide in and out, 
Tenwas strong current. The wind had abated by this time; it was about 0-30 aw, 
on tho Ist instant, that wo loft the ship. We kept her in sight all day. Sometimes the sea 
used to turn her round, and at about 5 p.m. of the snme day she healed over on her broadside. 
We were about three or four miles from her then, The pilot stood up on the raft to see if he 
could seo ‘That was the last we saw of the ship. All Monday night we were on the raft, 
On Tuesday we lost onc man, whose name I don’t know. Le gut out of his senses and said ho 
was going to lie down on the foreeastle. He let go the raft and sank. Another aman also shortly 
after got delirious and he sank. Six allogether got so, Some of the men proposed to make a 
aocond raft out of the spars that the drowned men had abandoned, and that was done. These 
men and the pilot went to make it, Kach man had one of the booms, and they lashed thém 
together. One named Fraser said to a man named Butler on the second raft. Good bye, Lam 
going home ;” he went away and was drowned. Butler said T eannot. stand ¢ 
am going to lie down; he went and was drowned. ‘Lhe pilot went i 
delirious also, We lost the pilot’s boy outof our raft. It wa A 
and queer, and on some part of the Tuesday night we We lay on 
the bench that night. In the morning we saw a light-house. We got t by about midday. 
Some natives came and put us into a house in the cutcherry, and gave usrice to eat, We stayed 
there'for two days, and the police came and tie tor fovk us toa Baboo's house, He gave 
us some fowl, and then we walked sixteen miles to Contai and suw the Magistrate there, ‘The 
Civil Eugineer put us into one of the Government honses there, We waited for four days, We 
were gventually brought up in Government boats. We left our moorings from the Dspha 
on Monday, the 24th June. We anchored at Garien Reach, and weighed anchor on th 
Tune, We got to Diamond Harbour on that day and anchored there, We got away from 
there on the 26th instant, about 8 or 9 a.m. Weanchored at Mud Poiuton that day. 
anchored somewhere else, It was the 28th June when we anchored at S. We leit Saugor 
next day und went straight on, As we were going out a tug vessel was coming in, and che 
wrote on a board that there was a heavy sex outside, I cid not know that the vessel had been 
bumping in the four fathowns water. ‘The ship’s draft was 21 feet aft. ‘here wus much sea on. 
When we got the four fathoms sounding we were ordered to inarch olf from the pumps to 
Jaunch the raft. ‘The water was in her hold then. 1 dou’t know how much. She was aground 
then. The pilot was engaged in launching the raft. He was exerting himself, He was sober aa 
far as I could see. Allhands were suber, On Sunday night 1 went into the mate’s eabin to ask 
what the barometer was, and I saw that he had a bottle, and that the mate and the pilot and 
the boatswain were there. I thought that she was a gone ship when we left her, ‘The Captain 
thonght #0 too ; ¢0 did the pilot, 

John Zemker, saith—I was an A.B. on Lonard the Rothesay, I remember that 

we got under weigh for the lust time on a Fr We went right out on that night. 1 
can’t say how the wind was. ‘The wind was ahead.” Whilst we were being towed ont. we set 
the fore-top-mast staysail, After we were cast off, we act the topsails aud the foresail, and I 
think we set some kind of mainsail. The main-top-zallant-sail. T don’t kaow how the wind was 
then. ‘There was a stiff breeze aud a good sea on. We had lo take the topezallaut-sail in again, 
We went about when we saw the light-ship. It blew hard that night, Next morning we hud to 
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shorten sail. We recfed the top sails, The wind freshened up a hittle on thatday. AtG to 8 that 
night wo furled the mainsail and the upper top suils and reefed the foresail, IL commenced to 
blow harder after that. At 8 pat, I wont to the wheel. 1 had a conversation with 


the man that 1 had relieved, and the Captain said that he could hold it by himself, 1 tried it 
and it threw me over and knocked me in between two stanchions, Tlurt my knees and my ribs. 

















I lay there ten minutes, the Captoin and the pilot came up 1 took the wlhiel. The 
pilot polled me ont. ‘The Captain said, “we must take in sail as the breeze is coming 
Bard up.” The pilot said, “all right.’ Theard it blowing heavily that night. ‘The vessel 





shipped seas that night. I was down below from my injuries, and on Sunday morning 1 was 
told by a shipmate to come out and save my life, 1 then saw that the house was washed away ; 
every thing that was movable wus washed away, Wo were at the pumps, but when it was 
light we were ordered to make a raft. ‘The ship was in a sinking state when 1 went on deck, 
T heard that four fathoms soundings were given, but I dou’t helieve if, as she did not hump, The 
Captain got his leg broken when we were getting the raft on board; and we missed the 2nd 
mate at the same time. I jumped into the «ca und reached the raft; the pilot dil the same, 
There were fifteen of us on the raft, We only saw the ship for about (wo hours after we lelt her. 
When I inst saw her she was over on her starboard Leam ends, We drifted out to sea in the 
raft. We lost some men from them, We made two rafts out of the one, The men got light 
headed and dropped off the rafts ; the pilot did #0, Eueh raft. lost three, persons. We got ashore 
on the next night, Idon’t know the uame of the place, We got abeud of the second raft. 
Only one man, named Fraser, was saved upon the second raft. I never felt the vessel bump. 
All the crew.that were not disabled worked as hard as they could. No officer has Leen saved. 
Every one was sober as far as I know. We all yot a glass of grog before we left the vessel. 
‘Aoron Fraser snith,—I was an A,B. on board tie ship Rotieswy, We left Caleutta on the 
‘25th, in tow of a tug, we got to Diamond Harbour; on the 26th June we got to Sungor, and 
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on thy 27th Jane we were towed out to the Ridge Light, and the tow boat left us. I was 
heaving the lead from the time that we left the Inner Light till the tow bont cast off. I think 
that the wind was about north-east, and we stood away to the south-west, with our 
throe lower topsails, foretopmast staysail, epanker, apd foresail. We stood that way for 
ahont two hours, and then we went about in order to leteh a light-ship, We ran under the 
lighteship’s stern and the pilot hailed her. ‘The pilot and light-ship’s captain had a con- 
versation. After we had cleared the light-ship we steered away to the south-west agnin; 
this brought ux to midnight, und we could not ace any pilot brig. We hove to until day- 
ligh light was very thick; a heavy sea was running, and there was a stiff breeze. We 
hove the deep sea lead and got nine fathoms, ‘The pilot, ssid we ought to be just on the Briga 
station. About two hours after tho wind hauled round and became fair, and then the Captain 
aud pilot agreed to go to sen. We yot all our topsails, a reef forceail, and mainsail out, and 
stood away down the Bay ; that was on the 2stl June. We went on all that night; the wind 
was free. On the morning of Saturday the wind increased, and we reefed the foresail 
and main upper fopsails aud stowed the mizen upper topsail, At mid-day we took in the 
mainsail. In the frst day watch we took in the foresail and fore and main upper 
topsail und we went on pretty easy, until midnight; then we gota squall from the 
north-west, and it ewrried away the fore topsail and the fore topmast ataysail. About 
an hour alter the main topsail went and then the mizen, Next morning, about 8 o'clock, 
the Captain told the houtswain to ent. away the mizen topmast backstay ; he did so, and 
the mizen topmast went over the side, At 10 a.t, the wind lulled; some men were 
aloft, gathering in the old canvass, and stowing canvass and clearing up the decks, and the 
Captain called the carpenter and told him to sound the pumps. ‘The ship had then 
inches of water in her, and all hands were ealled to pump ship. We pumped from mid-day 
fill 4 ra, We gota second eyclone; it blew harder than the first, At 7 rat. the two 
boats and the skids were washed awoy, and three water-tanks that were lashed on deck, 
At mid-night the deck-house washed away, and there was a aqnare ventilator in the 
house. Nothing was placed over the ventilator till next morning, and at every sea several 
tons of water went down it, We could not get to the ventilator in consequence of the 
wreck from the house on deck. About 4 a.st. I went down the afier-hatch to see if 
the water was visible, No water could be seen there until day-light. At day-light 
water was up to her ’tween-deeks and she was going down fast. ‘Wo were still all hands at 
the pumps. The Captain enlled fonr of us from the pumps to lend a hand to make a raft fom 
different hooms and yards. We made the rait. ‘The water was gaining, and every time the sbip 
rolled you eould see the water within about six feet of the upper deck. When the raft was 
made the pilot. heaved the lead, and we got five fathoms, There was a very heavy sea, We 
Jet go the starboard anchor with forty-five fathoms of chain. The chain parted. We let go the 
port anchor with sixty fathoms, and the ship swang head to the sea, As soon as she ewung 
head to the sea she commenced sinking, and the Captain called all hands to launch the raft. 
We launched it, and whilst Jaunching ira heavy sea came over and broke the Captam’s leg in 
two pluces, ILe asked us to take him up in his stall-room. They took him on the poop and laid 
him there. Fifteen of us got on the raft, and then we found that the raft would not bear any: 
more, for we wore up to our chests then. ‘Te mate remained on Loard the ship and cut the 
raft adrift, When the 1 broke his le the second matc was washed away. The mate 
stood at the stern Inoking at. us. 1 said to him— Won't you jamp Mr. Mayne ;” he said—1 
cannot leave iy father” ‘Wve pilot jumped and swam to the raft, and we drifted away for 
about two miles, when we saw the ship givea heavy roll and heel over on her beam ends, We 
saw no more of her. We drifted two days and two nights on the raft On Tuesday night we 
divided the raféand made a emaller one. Myself, the pilot, John Butler, and a man whose 
name 1 don’t remember, got. on the small raft, and about 9 o'clock thit night Jobn Butler and 
the other man went out of their minds and cast: themselves adrift, and one tried to drown me. 
After about two honrs the other man swam away from the raft and gave a shout and went 
down, Shortly afier Butler said to me—* Prager, gool-bye, L must go as that other man has 
gone, for] want to turn in.” Tshook bands with him, aud he let go the raft and went 
down. Leuid to the pilot Mr. Elson, “ We ean make the raft all serene.” He said, “ Ob Fraser 
T cannot: hulid ont any longer.” 1 said “ You don’t mean to give up already ;” he said * Yer, 
Fraser, I cannot help it.” 1 took the piece of line he had round his waist, and T made him fast 
to the raft, and whilst I was lashing the raft, he cast himself adrift and rolled off the spar and I 
caught him by the hair and dragged him back, and I was going to make him fast again when 
he let go his hold and was going down, I caught him by the hair again, and I missed my 
hold, and he was taking me down with him, s0 1 was forced to let bim go. In about two 
minutes he eame up again. 1 was just stooping over when he came up right behind me and 
said “Oh my wife” and.went down again. About two hoursuiverwards I found myself on the 
beach ; I lay down there and slept till next morning. Then I found myself down by-a plate 
called Balurore. 1 wulked to a house and met eizht more of the other raft. We walked to = 
place called Contai with two native policemen, ‘Then the Magistrate kept us threo.or four days 
and gave ua a shirt and pair of trowsera a piece, plenty to eat, and three boata to take us to 
Caleut‘a, The canoes brought us to Calcutta. I never felt the vessel bumping, and we must 
have felt it if she did bump. Iam sure that she was not safe enough for any one to have 
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stoppod by her. Every one did his best. to save her. Four of her erew hurt themselves on 
Sunday morning. The carpenter was injured. Every one was sober. When I was on the rift 
T pasced a bargue with her mizen-mast standing. Where we landed we found mucb of the 
wreck of our vessel un shore.

8. The Lieutenant-Governor would be 
of the Chamber of Commerce and of the Master-Atiendanton this recommend. 
ation of the Committee. His Honor himself has doubts as to the expcdieney of, 
issuing such an order, fur we do not know for certain which are the worst 
cyclone months; while we believe that cyclones may occur in April, May, 
Beplembor and. October, as well as during the months named by the Committee. 
It would manifestly be inexprdient thus to fetter the diseretion of masters of 
vessels during half the year, At the same time there is very much to be said 
for the Committco’s view; and whatever be the result of their recommendation, 
it will be an advantage that the attention of mu asters, owners, and shippers, 
should be direetcd to the views of the Committee.

Since the Viceroy are come with a supremo power 
over us from Her Majesty, trusting and hope the Governor-General will reign 
and administer justice to us poor subjects, that. you give us some succour in 
the was of living in consideration on the following subject. 

‘We respectfully beg to acquaint the time when the Company’s Govern- 
ment monopolized as a charter party in India; during the time of “Lord Clive, 
he organized a system in India and was then carried on in a different scale, 
During their time we were then living with feclingsof contentment in their reign. 
‘We all were in a body praising them for their welfare that they may continue 
in the same position. Since it has heen taken away from their control and 
‘has fallen into the hands of Her Majesty’s Government, we supposed that we 
should be better off.. The act has been changed in a different light. Now wo 
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are at a loss and subjected by the present rules and the organization; it is a 
pity the grievances we now complain our sad distresses before the Government 
and the Council. We trust and hope that the Government and the Council 
will make some sort of alterations with regard to ourembarassment; we are at 
present suffering and lingering; trest you will relieve us from our present 
condition, We respectfully beg that we cannot submit to the present orders 
that have enforeed on us poor subject. Gentlemen are taxing us both right 
and left, and not allowing us to gain an honest livelihood for to support our- 
selves and family to carry on any sort of business or trade, that are charging 
us so much licenses and taxes, such as trade license, income taxes profit, water 
taxes, gas-light, house-rate, polics taxes, wheel taxes, horse taxes, refuse taxes, 
and different others. One person to pay so many. sorts of taxus and licenses | 
Such extremes is unbearable. The market has become so difficult at the 
present moment; poor people are all dying for food and suffering from wants 
only on account of the said license and taxes, Charge us according to our 
means and circumstances. ‘The small mite has becn taken away from us ; 
there is no hody to hear our case or cries for merey ; we cannot do'any sort of 
Dusinoss for our families’ support through the dread of such imposition. Our 
families ave starving. How we poor British subjects can maintain ourselves, 
and how in a proper possession we are at a loss and sufering, cursiig day and 
night. for our grievances before our Heavenly Father who. protects us, and to 
love one another. You being our present rulers, make soine alterations for our 
views. “Naked we came out of our mother’s womb and naked we shall 
return.” Neither the money nor the richness will follow us in the grave, 
Dut the honest. and poor, those that God approves (before God there is no 
difference), the crippled as well as old und the young, rich and poor, high and 
low, are all equally subjected to Tim as Tle is our ruler and’ principal 
king and judge, befure whom we are crying our grievances, 

Further we beg to state the new rules and orders are promulgated 
not to have aged men, that is to say not above than 80 yeurs old, to hold any 
employment under Government ollice; there are some elderly people who are 
capable to work better than any youngsters; the poor unfortunate aged 
Christians are subject to for their n ortunes. 

Tn conclusion we respectfully beg to the Viceroy and the Members of the 
Council to consider and please gravely look into tho subject and pass such 
orders that we poor British subjects ean live in a state of happiness and can 
be free from all this trouble.

2. The petition appears to be pseudonymous, and it is therefore difficult to 
make any specilie loed inquiry into its allegations, Its writers date from 
Calcutta; and their ecmplaints appear to be— 

(1) That the municipal taxation in Calcutta is too heayy to be borne. 

(2) That there are so many municipal taxes of so many kinds that 
the poor do not know which way to tarn. 

(8) That the municipal taxation presses with extreme severity on 
the poor. 

(4) That people beyond a certain age are not taken into Government 
service. 

3. On these four complaints I am to submit as follows : 

Complaint I—t is quite undeniable that the municipal taxation, of Caleutta 

is high. At page 29 of Mr. Hogg's 
Jast municipal report* will be found 
details of the municipal income for Calcutta forthe yeat 1871. Iteme 1-10, 12, 
13, and 16, in the list of sources of income, may be taken to be the proceeds of 
taxation or quasi-taxation ; their aggregate is about 25} lakhs.

‘Thisrule can be departed 
from in special cases, and subject to certain restrictions as regards claim to 
pension. “fhe Licutenant-Governor would not recommend any re-considcration 
of this rule, for he believes that ordinarily it is best for Government to draw 
into its service young men who are entering on life rather than to employ men 
who have tried and failed in other careers

2. This report may be described briefly as more favorable than that of 
the previous months. Whilst the la nuinber of dispensaries and food 
depois established in the district were fully resorted to, the fever was nowhere 
actually on the increase by the ovcurrence of new cases, and generally the 
public health was said to be improving. ‘The average daily number attending 
for medical relief was nearly 1,750. ood was siven to a daily average of 227 
people ut twelve depdts, showing a deccease compared with May, when 288 
were fed daily. 


3. ‘The state of health at the begining of the present month of August 
has been reported to me as not so good in the town of Burdwan itsell, though 
every means of relief are freely ollered, and the Magistrate specially meutioned 
to me that the tincture of cinchona was succeeding where quinine failed. 
In the rest of Burdwan circle thore has been no unfavorable change as regards 
the local fever, but dengue fever has spread, 
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4, In the Jchanabad circle further improvement is reported, though in the 
extreme south there is still much sickness, and specially to the south an@ 
lower side of the Dalkissore river. ood-Bood and Munglecote circles show 
improvement. 

5. The state of the district in regard to mensures of relicf for the sick 
jas heen fully entered into by me at Burdwan during the past week. I find 
ihat one tract to the west of the district is entirely free from all fever, From 
Kalkapore, on the Adjai, to the north, through the police station of Kaksa, 
down to the southern limit of pergunnah Sonamookhee, a line separates the 
healthy and unhealthy tracts. As fur as I can ascertain at present, this ‘is 
coincident with a gradual rise in level of the soil from this line westwards ip to 
the level of Rancegunge. ‘The tract thus free from fever is rather less than 500 
sqaare miles. ‘The remainder of the district is more or less afflicted with the 
fever. 

G. For relief purposes the district has been now divided into four circles, 
superintended generally by the Civil Surgeon, Dr. LL. Purves. 

1st—Burdwan Circle, under the eh: of Dr. Robinson, which includes 
also a part of the tract lately called Roynah circle. 

2ad—Jehanabad Circle, under the charge of Dr. Ghose, including the 
tract, lately transferred from Hooghly district, the rest of the Roynah cirele, 
and the late Oochalun cirele. 

8rd.—Bood-Bood Circe, in chs 
quarters at Burdwan, including the old Khondghose circle. 

7. These three circles comprise the whole portion of the district south of 
aline drawn through Burdwan station; and a few dispensaries to the north, 
which are casily renched from the stolion, are also supervised from thence, 
The rest of the district to the north and east is assigned to the— 

4th—Munglecote Circle, with lead-quarters ai.a place ealled Gooshkara, 
under charge of the Sub-Assistant, Surgeon Chunder Nath Biswas. 

8. ‘The castern side of this tract is howe distressed with fever 
now, having unhappily been severely ravaged in 186S, and much depopulated. 
Its present stato has been carefully examined and tested ; a dispensary was 
opened first at Dewangunge to its north, but the attendance fell to 28. persons, 
and it was closed. Another was subsequently opened at Bamunpara in the 
centre of this tract, and this again was closed about the beginning of July, as 
but few made of it. The Munglecote cirele is really highereand dricr than 
the rest of the district, but the ty ver was said to be worse there, and 
though the means of communication were better, quite as many dispensaries 
were at one time required as in the Burdwan cirele. 

9. Over the southeru tract in the three other circles the country is very 
low, and communication in mang places very difficult,

Wirt reference to your memorandum No. 'T', dated 15th ultimo, forward- 
ing copy of Goverment letter No, 2115 of the 7th idem, I have: the’ honor to 
submit the following report on the outbreak of cattle disease in this district. 

2 Pho disease appeared in the sub-divisions of Golaghat and. Jore- 
haut in the month of March. In the latter sub-division it was confined. entirely 
to one mouzah in the Majuli, and in Golaghet toa few mouzahs only, At no 
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time did the disenso appear in that virulent form which distinguished it in 
1860, and the measures adopted appeared to be uble to control tho disease 
from spreading. 

3. In April the diseaso appeared in the sudder sub-district in three 
mouzahs, where 87 head of cxttle died ina very short time, and it then appeared 
to stop. inspected some of the cases mysell, and although the symptoms 
scemed to be those of the cattle-plague or rinderpest, they appeared to me to be 
in a very mild form. : 

4. "As soon as the disease appeared in. the district, I issued strict 
orders to segregate the diseased and inteeted herds as much as possible, at the 
same time put a stop to cattle crossing over to or from the Majuli where the 
disease appeared to I worse. ‘Phediscuse has not at any time assumed a 
formidable aspect as on its last visitation, [therefore did not © ish hospitals 
issue inedicine, 

5. 1 am quite convinced that the disease was imported from Tengal 
by the droves of buffaloes which were brought up for sale. Tia mouzah wear 
this it appeared simultancously with a drove of imported cattle. 

6. Lam happy to be able to say the discase has now stopped, and 
T beg to append reports, in original, received from the sub-divisional officers on 
the samp subject.

On 
hearing of it I visited the place, and in my letter No. 1100 of the 380th March 
last informed you of the state of affairs, expressing: a hope that the discase might 
be confined to the area then infected, and sneh Lam glad to say has been the 
case. The steps taken to ensure this we us I then stated, to impress 
upon the villagers beyond the int that if they let cattle diseased 
or not come to their villages from the infected ones, or let their own 
cattle go near them to graz ey would to a certainty Jose all their eows: 
and buffaloes, and have only themselves to thank for it. The people of the 
villages where the plague was riging were also warned, that if they took their 
cattle to other places and spread disease, they would he prosecuted criminally, 
at the same timo stops were taken to cflectually close the ferrieson the I 

yatra and Loohit against cattle. One fe mun, who was detected in’ ass: 
ing to cross some buffuloes, was fined Rs. 50, and this had a good effect on the 
others. Stringent orders were passed about the burying of deceased 
and the mouzahdars and munduls made responsible for haying it done. 

8. I found when in the Majuli that the ryots had no belief in medicine 
for their sick cattle, and therefore made no attempt to supply them with any, 
but contented myself with trying, through the measures above noticed, to con- 
fine the disease within limited area of its outbreak, and there let it wear itself 
out. The pdople themselves, with the effects of the great plague of 18 
before them, were less apathetic thin usual, and really tried to keep dis 
away ‘from their own herds. The situation of Majuli, too, was in favor of 
isolation, as with the ferries shut cattle could not be taken out of it to the main 
land, and after the first rise of the Brahmaputra it was even impossible for them 
to be driven across country from one village to another.

Iy reply to your memorandum No, 837, dated 17th July, I havo the honor 
to report us follows ; . 

» %. Early in Mareh last cattle d © appeared in mouzah Kajoerunga, 
brought there E believe hy one of the amany droves of buffaloes which were 
about that tine travelling up through the province of Assam; for at the end of 
the month, while in camp in the uli, L learnt from the villagers of Kokeela 
Chaporree mouzah that a drove of buftaloes had passed up afew days previouly, 
and that several of them had died from what appeared to be the regular 
cattle discase. 

B. ‘The disease subsequently made its appearance in the mouzahs of 
Namdyang, Nuhoronce, Jailamonce, Nikkorce, Dehnigea, Deorgaon, Atgaun, 
and the Nuggur Mehal, but up to the present time the total number of deaths 
reported is only 422, and this number includes a good many goats. Durin, 
the whole month of June only 14 deaths were reported, and J think that the 
discase may now be considered as having eased. 

4. In this sub-division there camot be less than a hundred thousand 
head of cattle, and supposing that the average duration of Jife among them 
was ten yeurs (and I don’t think it is morc), ten thousand head of cattle 
would perish annually from natural causes. ‘The statistics of the mortality 
among cattle are furnished by the mouzahdars, and they compile them from 
the reports of the vil nd there is consequently a ‘very strong probabi- 
lity that if in one vil n eatiloe die of rinderpest und ten of old ago, 
aeeidents, sickness of un ordinary nature, &¢., the whole twenty will appear in 
the mouzahdar’s report as having perished by the former scourge. 

5. But even supposing that every death reported was what it professed 
to be, still the cattle discase this year has been u mere fiea-bite to what it was 
on the last oceasion when the deaths were twenty times as numerous as now, 

6. The precautions taken by me were—Isé, T directed all mouzahdars 
to use their utmost, endeavours to prevent cattle being taken from villages 
where the disease had shown itself to other villages which were free of it; 
2nd, | gave positive injunctions to the lessees of the ferries on the Brabma- 
putra not to take over any droves of buffaloes until they had romained for 
several days at the ghat in a’kind of quarantino without any signs of sick- 
ness being apparent ; and whenever a drove of buffuloes or other cattle passed 
up noar Golaghat, 1 used to pickot tho whole lot out on a picco of waste land 
far from any village, aud keep them there for six or seven days, having them 
counted and: iisptetod daily, and at tho end of this period ifno signs of 
discase wero apparent, I allowed the drovers to prococd on their way, and 
although on six or seven occasions I detained cattle in the abovo mannor, in no- 
instance was any disease shown to be among them.
